The glory was so real 
that I opened my eyes to earth again with 
reluctance, and ever since I have had such 
a nostalgia for the heavenly Home and 
the sight of his face, What will it be? 
And how soon—for all of us—will be 
this joyous translation!” A Christian 
woman in the Northwest writes to the 
Times: “I have been deeply touched by 
the death—or I should say, the Home- 
going —of Ralph Norton. I rejoice in the 
fact that God makes no mistakes, but oh, 
how I wish it might have been my priv- 
ilege to go! All around me I see people 
finishing up their work and going Home, 
and I feel like a child kept after school for 
poor work.” One’s heart goes out in sym- 
pathy and understanding to these two con- 
secrated and richly serving women of God’s 
family on earth. It is not “poor work” 
that keeps them here, but rather just the 
opposite.

The 
surface beauties and emotions are so evi- 
dent that there is danger of failing to see 
beneath these into the heart of the Incar- 
nation. 

Among the beautiful and true stories 
used to illustrate the historical fact of the 
babe of Bethlehem is the following:

A Christmas Challenge 


Christmas day is the anniversary of 
God’s coming to us in love and mercy, as 
“the Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us.” It is startling to realize that 
this very anniversary comes midway, this 
year, in a two months’ anti-God campaign 
in Russia. The Associated Press recently 
cabled from Moscow the following news- 
paper despatch: “The Central Council of 
the Militant Godless League today pro- 
claimed mobilization of the laboring masses 
in Russia for shock work against religion. 
The campaign will be continued from No- 
vember 25 to January 25, which period in- 
cludes the Mohammedan Ramadan, Christ- 
mas, and Epiphany. The workers were 
urged in the proclamation to carry on @ 
mass effort among ‘believers,’ who were 
declared to be ‘the most backward part of 
the population.’” While “the Son of man 
is‘come to seek and to save that which 
was lost” (Luke 19:10), the response in 
that vast land of Russia is that “the people 
imagine a vain thing . . . against the Lord, 
and against his anointed, saying, Let us 
break their bands asunder, and cast away 
their cords from us” (Psa. 2: 1-3). Surely 
God’s people everywhere should unite in 
prayer, at this Christmas season, that many 
of these strangely deluded atheists may yet 
yield to the Saviour’s call: “Look unto 
me, and be ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth” (Isa. 45:22).

yards from the trenches. In the night 
the Germans had drawn back their lines 
a little and the French had gone forward, 
but between the two positions a lonely 
farmhouse was still standing. As _ the 
sun rose, heavy guns began to boom. But 
suddenly on both sides the firing ceased 
and there fell a strange, dead stillness. 

“Midway between the trenches, near the 
shattered farmhouse, there was—no, it 
must be impossible! But it was not, for 
there in the green meadow, crawling on 
its hands and knees, was a little baby. It 
appeared perfectly happy and contented, 
and the baby’s laugh was heard as it 
clutched a dandelion. 

“Not a shot was fired. Suddenly a sol- 
dier jumped- out of a trench and ran to 
where the child was crawling. He ten- 
derly took it up and carried it back to 
shelter. No shots came from the trenches, 
but along both lines there rang: out a 
mighty cheer. 

“The coming of a little babe had brought - 
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peace, just as, nearly two thousand years 
ago, when the Prince of peace was born 
on that Christmas morning, he brought 
peace and good will to men.’ 

Our hearts praise God for this beautiful 
incident of the World War. The instant 
response in the hearts of the soldiers on 


both sides in that deadly conflict was part 


of the image of God in which man was 
created. But the war was not brought 
to an end by the precious baby who halted 
the firing for a moment. Nor did the 
Bethlehem babe bring peace among the 
nations, or peace into the hearts of all men, 
that Christmas morning nineteen centuries 
ago. 


The first Christmas Day did indeed mark - 


the human birth of the Son of God and 
the Prince of peace, who alone can and 
will establish peace on earth. But his 
birth was not enough to do it. 

Another illustration of the Incarnation 
has been used: 

“Tf you had a message to deliver to 
a hill of ants, how could you do it?’ asked 
a man of his friend. 

“<The only way I know,’ he answered, ‘is 
that I might somehow take upon myself 
the form of an ant, and live among them, 
and show them my ways and teach them 
my message.’ 

“That is the necessity of the incarnation; 
of the virgin birth; and it is the hope of 
the name ‘In.manuel,’ God with us. We 
could not see God, we could not climb 
up to be with God, but he clothed himself 
with flesh in the form of our Lord Jesus, 
and was with us.” 

This illustration is suggestive, but it 
falls short. The coming of God the Son 
into human flesh as the babe of Bethlehem 
was not because God had a message to 
deliver to men, or to show them his ways 
and teach them his message. God could 
have done that without any Incarnation. 
He had been doing it ever since the crea- 
tion of man. The God-breathed Old Tes- 
tament Scriptures set forth in inescapable 
plainness the ways of ‘God, and his message. 
Even the unique teachings of Christ could 
have been revealed by the Holy Spirit to 
inspired writers of the Scriptures. 

The babe of Bethlehem, the only begot- 
ten Son of God, did not come from Heaven 
to earth, being “made in the likeness of 
men,” merely in order to deliver a mes- 
sage. As the late Dr. Griffith Thomas 
used to quote: “Christ came, not to preach 
the Gospel, but that there might be a 
Gospel to preach.” No message from God 
would have saved lost sinners. The In- 
carnation and birth of the Bethlehem babe 
was not primarily to touch men’s. hearts 
with the helplessness of babyhood, the 
beauty of innocence. It went infinitely 
deeper than that. 

Lepers cannot be healed of their leprosy 
by an appeal to their emotions or hearts. 
No message to lepers will deliver them 
from their deadly disease. But there is 
a treatment that can be given to lepers 
which has wonderful healing power. There 
is a healing oil, from the chaulmoogra tree, 
which, if injected into their veins, arrests 
or stops the disease. Only as a physician 
gives lepers the treatment that can heal or 
allay their leprosy is there any physical 
hope for them. '

And we are told of this meaning in the 
same beautiful chapter in ‘Luke’s Gospel 
that describes the glad announcement of 
the angel, “I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all people. For 
unto you is born this day in the city of 
David a Saviour, which is Christ the 
Lord.” The latter part of the chapter 
tells us of the revelation to aged Simeon, 
“just and devout, waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel.” When Simeon saw the 
babe, in the temple at Jerusalem, the Holy 
Ghost revealed to him that this was “the 
Lord’s Christ,” and Simeon praised God 
in his inspired psalm of worship. But, as 
he blessed Mary and Joseph, the old man 
said to Mary: “Behold, this child is set 
for the fall and rising again of many in 
Israel; and for a sign which shall be 
spoken against; (Yea, a sword shall pierce 
through thy own soul also,) that the 
thoughts of many hearts may be revealed.” 

Doubtless Simeon did. not understand 
the whole meaning of the words he spoke. 
But we know their meaning, as we read of 
the Calvary piercing of the hands and the 
feet and the side of the babe of Bethlehem 
grown to manhood. 

Christ became’ a human babe because he 
was “the Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world” (Rev. 13:8). The divine 
purpose of the Bethlehem Incarnation is 
plainly declared in the words: “Forasmuch 
then as the children are partakers of flesh 
and blood, he also himself likewise took 
part of the same; that through death he 
might destroy him that had the power of 
death, that is, the devil; and deliver them 
who through fear of death were all their life- 
time subject to bondage” (Heb. 2:14, 15). 

Christ. became man in the Bethlehem 
birth in order to give us his life. He was 
born of the virgin Mary in order to become 
the Saviour of the world. But in order 
to give lost sinners, who had_ forfeited 
eternal life, his own sinless and righteous 
life, he had to lose it: he had to give his 
life away, laying it down in death. 

The Bethlehem babe could fulfill the 
“good tidings of great joy” only by dying. 


That is the meaning of Christ- 


. saved. others; 
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As he hung on the cross, the men who 
crucified him flung at him the taunt: “He 
himself. he cannot save.” 
They did not know that, because he would 
not save himself, he saved others. If he 
had saved himself he could not have saved 
others. 

Nor could the beauty of the Bethlehem 
babe ever have saved a lost world. Only 
when “his visage was so marred more than 
any man, and his form more than the sons of 
men”; only because, in his great sacrifice, 
“he hath no form nor comeliness ; and when 
we shall see him, there is no beauty that 
we should desire him,” was it made possible 
for redeemed sinners to “worship the Lord 
in the beauty of holiness” (Psa. 29: 2). 

While we are praising God at this Christ- 
mas season for the babe of Bethlehem who 
was found “wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger,” and for the “good tid- 
ings of great joy, which shall be to all 
people,” let us remember also the price 
that God and his Son paid, and gladly 
paid, to make possible the Christmas an- 
them that heralded the earthly birth of 
the Son: “Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will toward men.” 
Because of the deepest meaning of Christ- 
mas we can praise God with Simeon that 
“mine eyes have seen thy salvation, which 
thou hast prepared before the face of all 
people; a light to lighten the Gentiles, and 
the glory of thy people Israel.” 

Because of the babe of Bethlehem the 
Father can say: “Come now, and let us rea- 
son together . . . though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they shall 
be as wool” (Isa. 1: 18). 

And let us praise God at this: Christmas 
season that a mighty multitude of souls 
have received by faith, and others will yet 
receive, God’s great Christmas Gift. . For 
“T beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which 
no man could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood 
before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in 
their hands; and cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb.”

OWN on “Singing Carr” Creek, in 
D the foothills of the Cumberlands, 

the winter tides swirl through the 
creek-beds, and the gray mists curl and 
writhe and twist among the hollows, and 
spread out like a blanket over the hills. 
Through the mists and along the. stony 
paths the men go about their work. In 
poorly built houses, where the wind blows 
through the cracks, the women wash and 
patch and cook, and try to keep the babies 
warm. 

But always they sing. As the smoke 
wreaths curl from the squat clay chim- 
neys, the songs rise, both old songs and 
new songs. The old songs are the “Lone- 
some Tunes” of the Kentucky hills, old 
English ballads and century-old hymns. 
The new ones are really old too, but are 
new on Carr, for it is only of late years 
that the Carols have been sung up and 
down the creek on Christmas Eve. Every- 
where one hears them. They rise through 
the mists among the trees as the children 
tramp up the hill to school, and again when 
they tramp down. And at evening, when 
the red hearth fires glow from open door-.- 
ways, the Carols float out on the winter 
air. “It came upon the midnight clear,” 
sings a little girl as she washes the supper 
dishes. “We three kings of Orient are,” 
lustily carols a boy as he brings a bucket 
of coal to replenish the fire. “O little 
town of Bethlehem,” pipes a tiny girl, rock- 
ing vigorously in her little chair beside 
the hearth. 


Across the Foot-Log 

On the night of the last practice in the 
schoolhouse it rained, but the boys and 
girls tramped along the muddy road just 
the same, their bobbing kerosene lanterns 
making blobs of light in the darkness. 

“Say, but it’s dark!” said Ben. “Hope 
the foot-log ain’t washed out. Creek’s too 
high to wade.” 

“Hope we get the bridge before’ spring,” 
exclaimed Cora.

Christmas Carols before, and they were all 
looking forward to Christmas Eve when 
they would go up and down the creek sing- 
ing the Carols at every house. It wasn’t 
very warm in the schoolhouse, and the lan- 
terns, which they set on the desks, fur- 
nished all the light there was, but Miss 
Raymond could play the Carols on the 
little cabinet organ without having to look 
at the book, and so the practice went very 
well. AH the old loved tunes rang out, 
which were new tunes to these children of 
the Cumberland foothills, some of whom 
had not even known until this year why 
Christmas was celebrated. “Now-ell, Now- 
ell,” they sang, “Born is the King of 
Israel.” 

“Now, don’t forget,” Miss Raymond re- 
minded them as they left, “to meet down 
in front of the post office at the mouth of 
Lick Branch on Christmas Eve, just as 
it begins to get dark: And Audrey and 
Mary will go around the day before and 
leave the candles at every house, so that 
your families can put them up in the win- 
dows and have them lighted when you 
come to sing.” 

Twilight comes early on Christmas Eve, 
especially in the hills. When the groups

OCKED Church Doors in Germany. 

—The German religious papers are 

full of such incidents as the follow- 
ing. “In the parish of Tarnowke no service 
has been held for weeks because the 4,000 
people refuse to listen to the preacher sent 
to take the place of their loyal and ex- 
pelled pastor.. When on Sunday morning 
the substitute preacher gets up in the pul- 
pit he sees but one attendant at the service, 
a policeman.” When Pastor Miller came 
to preach, sent by the creedal synod, the 
parish membership came in shoals, but 
found the church doors locked against 
them. They went over to the parish house 
and found this, too, locked, and were or- 
dered not to hold any meeting. Hundreds 
of men and women stood on the street 
asking for the preaching of the Gospel in 
its simplicity and its entirety. Finally the 
police yielded and sent for the key, and at 
noon the church bell rang for the meeting. 
Hundreds had stood for two and a half hours 
in streaming rain in front of the church 
door. The vicar was removed from his 
position by the church authorities because 
he had given them the key of the church! 


In a Stuttgart church the Sunday morn- 
ing service was to be held, but the police 
detained the pastor at home until meeting 
time was past. The people were gathered 
in front of the locked church door and 
refused to be sent away. Finally they went 
to a kindergarten near by and held an im- 
provised service. Then they assembled in 
front of the house of their detained pastor 
and greeted him with the singing of chorals. 
Inside the church only 120 people listened 
to the German-Christian preacher. 


On the Ivory Coast.—The Tabernacle 
on the Montmartre in Paris was founded 
by Pastor Saillens, now head of the Bible 
Training School at Nogent-sur-Marne. It 
is a mission church among the poor, with 
its own difficulties, yet in 1927 it sent out 
its first foreign missionaries, — to the Ivory 
Coast, West Africa. Since then the num- 
ber of workers on this field has risen to 
six, most of them prepared for missionary 
life in the Nogent Bible School, together 
with several native evangelists. Among 
these last are Ibadio, who has been publicly 
whipped by the authorities for preaching 
without a permit, and a converted drunk- 
ard, a Negro named Jones, who is preach- 
ing with great power. These two have 
been evangelizing the Ropos. Fetishes have 
been burned, dying people raised up in 
answer to prayer, and whole villages have 
been turning to Christ. Five chapels care 
now under construction in the Ropos vil- 
lages. In these regions of the Ivory Coast 
are numbers of “panther men,” who live in 
inaccessible dens, are clothed with panther 
skins, and wear poisoned iron claws on 
their fingers. They prowl about villages, 
seize and tear any they can find, and carry 
off the bodies for cannibal feasts. The 
alcohol of Europe further darkens this dark 
land; also its playing cards, which produce 


a gambling mania among the black sav- 
ages. Yet the Spirit of God is working 
here, too. 


. Contemporary Christian Biography.— 
The great Victoria Falls of the Zambesi, 
“the Smoke that Thunders,” as the awe- 
struck natives call them, were discovered 
by Livingstone, and a statue of the great 
missionary-explorer was unveiled on Au- 
gust 5, on a site overlooking them. At the 
very moment, Livingstone’s great successor, 
Dr. Robert Laws, lay dying in a London 
nursing home. He was in his eighty- 
fourth year. 

Back in the ’seventies Dr. Laws and his 
fellow missionaries, accompanied by some 
of Livingstone’s own Makololo blacks, 
brought a steamer in parts up from the 
coast to the Lower Shiré, put it together, 
and steamed out of the river into the deep 
waters of Lake Nyasa. When they were 





All That Remains 
of Sennacherib 








A brick has recently been un- 
. earthed at Tell Yarah in Mesopo- 
tamia with this inscription, “ Palace 
of Sennacherib, the great king, the 
mighty king, king of the universe, 
king of Assyria. The palace which 
has no rival, for the dwelling of his 
lordship in the midst of Nineveh, 
he kas» built anew.” This brick 
from Sennacherib’s palace in Nine- 
veh breathes the haughty, braggart 
spirit that marks his message to 
Hezekiah. “Thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to 
all lands.’”” One, can but think of 
the contrast,—a_ brick from Sen- 
nacherib’s palace, with its empty 
pride, and Jerusalem almost three 
millenniums later entering into a 
new period of history which is to 
be its greatest. Truly, as the prophet 
Isaiah said to Sennacherib: “The 
remnant that is escaped of the house 
of Judah shall again take root down- 
ward,_and bear fruit upward,” when 
all that remains of Sennacherib is a 
boast in baked clay. 











fairly in the lake they stopped the engines 
and sang the Hundredth Psalm, 

All people that on earth do dwell 

Sing <o the Lord with cheerful voice. 
Fifty years later, in 1925, there were in 
the Livingstonia Mission alone ‘over 19/000 
communicants, 1,100 office-bearers, 43,999 
children ‘ attending mission schools with 
1,500 native teachers. This great mission 
occupied a land of cruel wars and slave 


raids now in peace, a territory greater 
than Scotland. 

Dr. Laws was almost a _ super-man. 
When he was a poor student he took the 
three courses of Arts, Divinity, and Medi- 
cine at the same time, after preparing him- 
self for this feat in his earlier days when 
he worked as a cabinet maker. His later 
life showed the same versatility and prodig- 
ious energy. While building up a great 
Bantu Church, of which he became later 
the first Moderator, he established and 
managed a hospital, built up a printing 
plant for the publication of the translations 
of the mission, developed schools and in- 
dustries, was a skillful navigator on the 
African Lakes, a statesman, consummate 
administrator, and saint. His personal life 
was Spartan in its quality, but he gave 
lavishly to missions, and no one who ever 
asked his help was refused. He was a 
great figure in the evangelical Christianity 
of our time,—such a figure as cannot be 
found outside of evangelical Christianity. 


Another Corroboration of Scripture.— 
The recent discovery of a chain of fort- 
resses in northern Edom, — Rujm Bakher, 
Rujm Ja’as, Khirbet Abu Benneh, and 
Rujm Kereken, each of which is situated 
on the highest point in the vicinity, — ex- 
plains why the Israelites of the Exodus 
could not go through Edom after transit 
permission had been refused them but were 
obliged to make a detour and to enter 
through Moab. This intricate system of 
border fortresses blocked their way, as 
they controlled the roads. They go back 
to the Bronze Age, and were a part of the 
road system that went through central 
Transjordania, the Way of the Kings of 
Genesis 14, which Professor Albright dis- 
covered two years ago. 


A. clean-cut evangelical statement was 
issued by the World’s Committee of the 
Y. M. C. A. in their last summer’s confer- 
ence at Balliol College, Oxford. They say: 

“We are convinced that today, with an 
urgency that has never been greater, we 
are called to pursue the aim of the Paris 
Basis to unite those young men who, re- 
garding Jesus Christ as their God and 
Saviour, according to the Holy Scriptures, 
desire to be his disciples in their doctrine 
and their life. . . . God in the midst of 
the shattering confusions of our time has 
shown us our own powerlessness to battle 
triumphantly against the evil which assails 
us within and without. Under this new 
compulsion we have sought God in penitent 
prayer and are certain that a new power 
can only come to us through total obedience 
to him who, in the face of the cross said’: 
‘Be of good cheer, I have overcome the 
world,’ ” 

This re-affrmation of the original. and 
strongly evangelical basis of the Interna- 
tional Y. M. C. A. will be as great ‘an 


‘encouragement to Christians as it will be 


a disappointment to Unitarians who, for 
decades, have sought to break into the Y.

Open Doors in Abyssinia.—In 1930 
Hailu Selassie decreed that the prophecy 
of the Psalmist, “Ethiopia shall soon stretch 
out her hands unto God,” should be printed 
on the coronation postage stamps. The 
Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society and 
the Sudan Interior Mission are undertaking 
pioneer missions in this so long neglected 
land. Fifteen missionaries have been com- 
missioned by the first society, some of 
whom have already settled in Abyssinia. 
It appears to be a favorable moment, a 
time of renaissance. Schools are opening, 
printing presses at work, contact with the 
outside world established, the circulation of 
Scripture in the modern language of Ethio- 
pia going forward. Ras Kassa, a trusted 
councilor of the Emperor, has asked the 
Society to supply physicians and teachers 
for a center which is building, seventy miles 
north of the capital, and Dr. Wargneh 
Martin, Governor of Chercher, has opened 
the way for work among the Islamized 
Abyssinians east of the capital. 

The editor of The Bible Churchman 
draws a parallel between the Church of 
England four centuries ago and the present 
Church of Ethiopia. The English Church 
then ministered to but four million souls, 
its services were in an unknown tongue, 
the Bible withheld from the people. This 
is much the state of Ethiopia, which indeed 
has the Bible but in the forgotten Geez 
tongue. “It was the Bible in the common 
tongue,—taught and preached, accepted 
and lived, —that awoke this old land and 
Church of ours from its lethargy and impo- 
tence until today our Church and Nation 
are world-wide in influence and usefulness. 
Is it not fitting, must it not be of God,~ 
that those in our Church most closely at- 
tached to the Bible as God’s Word, and 
forming the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary 
Society, should become the instrument in 
God’s hand of calling the Church of Ethi- 
opia to the realization of a like glorious 
destiny and usefulness?” 


Ninety-Four Years by Faith.—The rise 
of innumerable faith missions and other 
faith enterprises has not diminished the 
support of the earlier established ones, 
which is no doubt an astonishment to 
those who are not conscious of the {nfinite 
power of God. The Ninety-fourth Report 
of the Miller Orphanages, Bristol, Eng- 
land, is just out. It is full of detailed 
records of the world-wide gifts sent in by 
the Lord’s people, month by month and 
day by day, in answer to believing prayer. 
The principles of the institution are set 
forth in the first pages of the Report. “We 
do not mean to seek the patronage of the 
world, to ask unconverted persons of rank 
or wealth to countenance this institution 
nor to ask unbelievers for money. We 
intend never to enlarge the field of labor 
by contracting debts and afterward appeal- 
ing to the Church of God for help.” 


Surveying Unevangelized Lands.—One 
cannot commend too highly the quarterly 
World Dominion for its skillful editing, 
its attractive appearance, its range of news, 
and its evangelical warmth and sanity. 
(Its American office is the World Domin- 
ion Press, 113 Fulton Street, New York 
City, and the subscription is $1.50.) Mild- 
may in North London was for decades a 
center of Low Church and evangelical con- 
ferences, but in later years had burned 
low. . Dr. Thomas Cochrane and a few. 
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able associates have taken it over and made 
it the headquarters of their world mission- 
ary surveys and missionary promotion. 
World Dominion is the organ of this work, 
and systematic surveys of unopened and 
unevangelized lands have been largely com- 
pleted. Out from the center have gone two 
outstanding evangelists, Lionel Fletcher, 
who has had remarkable blessing in a re- 
cent campaign in South Africa, and Dr. 
Graham Scroggie, who is just ‘closing an 
equally powerful campaign in Australia. 
Meetings at Mildmay are growing in inter- 
est. The immediate population in this sec- 
tion of London is being systematically vis- 
ited, — the plan being to reach every home 
in the neighborhood. Conversions are a 
regular experience. The London School of 
Evangelism reopened at Mildmay in Sep- 
tember. Mildmay is fast becoming a center 
for contact with Christian workers from 
all parts of the earth. 


Bringing Light to the Blind.—The 
Braille Circulating Library, Richmond, Va., 
was founded by Miss Louise McCraw in 
1925 to carry evangelical literature in 
blind script to all parts of the world. It 
supplements and enlarges the work of the 
Bible Society in providing the blind with 
the Scriptures. James H. McConkey’s 
writings are widely used; also those of 
H. A. Ironside and others. A blind Egyp- 
tian, Ibrahim Gindi, on reading Mr. Mc- 
Conkey’s “The New Commandment,” ex- 
claimed, “This is just what my people

need, something that explains the Bible 
and makes its truths live!” In less than 
two years, by the end of 1931, he had trans- 
lated into Arabic 37 books and pamphlets 
by Mr. McConkey, transcribed them into 
Braille embossed type, and had 400 copies 
of them in circulation among the educated 
blind of Egypt. In Abyssinia a blind beg- 
gar was converted and is now preaching on 
the streets where once he sat for alms. 


His instruction came through these books.. 
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In Japan Mr. Akimoto, publisher of a 
magazine in blind script called The Faith, 
is translating and circulating certain of 
these publications, and the superintendent 
of the Institute for the Chinese blind in 
Shanghai is to have ten of the McConkey 
books translated and published in the mag- 
azine of that institution. Mrs. Burtt, a 
blind missionary in Shiu Hing, is circulat- 
ing this literature, too. The Richmond work 
is supported by freewill offerings, yet its 
ministration extends to sixteen foreign 
countries and to every state in the Union. 


Brief Notes.—Dr. Arnold Frank of 
Hamburg has been invited to be Modera- 
tor of the Presbyterian Church ,i1. Ire- 
land, but has thought it best to ‘decline. 
He is a Hebrew-Christian who has built 
up a remarkable center in Hamburg, which 
includes a home for inquirers, a hospital, 
a beautiful church, a nurses’ home, and 
a deaconess institution. . . . German Bap- 
tists support four evangelists, who con- 
stantly travel over Germany from Keenigs- 
berg to Hamburg in Gospel wagons with 
colporteurs. They formerly suffered much 
opposition both from Communists and 
from the State Church. Under the Hitler 
régime they are undisturbed. . . In Tibet 
zealous stonecutters go about the country 
cutting the Buddhist prayer, O mani padmi 
hum, on rocks and ledges. The Moravian 
Quarterly says that proposals are being 
considered for the cutting of the cross 
and Christian texts in a similar way. The 
writer, Walter Asboe, speaks of hiring one 
cutter to inscribe the Beatitudes on an 
enormous slab by the wayside. ... Purga- 
torian Societies are springing up over Ire- 
land, members of which pay weekly in- 
stallments for protection, or alleviation, 
from the sufferings of Purgatory. ... The 
Chinese Christian laymen in Shanghai 
who put on the air each day an eight hour 
program, on being informed that the recep- 
tion in the distant province of Szechwan 
was poor, contributed $30,000 to provide 
a new short-wave installation. The Bishop 
of Fukien describes an evangelistic serv- 
ice in Mandarin in which a hymn was 
beautifully sung by a tenor, a passage of 
Scripture read, and an address given. “To. 
think of the very atmosphere reverberat- 
ing with the Precious Name even in re- 
mote Szechwan!” .. . Sir Robert J. Ken- 
nedy, writing in The Churchman’s Maga- 
gine, reports that Sir Charles Wingfield, 
accredited as British representative .to the 
Vatican, on the occasion of his first official 
audience presented his credentials on 
bended knee! In the old days the Chinese 
Emperors prescribed that no ambassador 
should approach their throne save crawling 
on hands and knees. ... There are some 
500,000 Uniats (United Greeks) living 
in Pennsylvania and the Middle West, 
members of the Eastern Church, yet recog- 
nizing the headship of the Pope of Rome. 
Many groups of these Uniats have peti- 
tioned for incorporation into the American 
Episcopal Church, and at the recent Con- 
vention of that church in Atlantic City 
steps were taken looking to the confirma- 
tion of the Uniat Bishop Torok. This, it 
is hoped by Anglo-Catholics, will pave 
the way for the affiliation of religious 
groups, whose roots. are in foreign soil but 
whose inclinations are toward religious, as: 
well as civil, assimiliation in the United 
States.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


HEN God planned to send his Son 
W ine the world, he prepared. a 

nation —Israel—through which 
he should come, and a family jine of 
Judah and David, to which he shduld be- 
long, and finally he prepared a home to 
nurture that Son. Jesus left his home on 
high to become a child in a humble human 
home. He came that each human home 
might fulfill its function of being a little 
heaven on earth. All we have studied 
concerning the Christian life in the past 
lessons has a vital relation to the Chris- 
tian home. As Christmas once more turns 
the face of the world toward. Bethlehem, 
yet not in spiritual understanding of Christ, 
it is fitting that we should study the Chris- 
tian home, the center of true Christmas 
joy, from which should spread forth the 
glad tidings of great joy concerning God’s 
unspeakable gift. 


The Historical Setting 

We do not know either the day or the 
year of our Lord’s birth. It might have 
been December 25, the traditional date set- 
tled upon in the fourth century, in which 
case the year was probably 5 B. C. Or it 
may have been early in 4 B. C.,—a few 
months before the death of Herod in the 
spring of 4 B. C. Paul wrote to the Ephe- 
sians during his first Roman imprisonment, 
A. 'D: 61 to 63. .

Luke 2:8.—Shepherds abiding in the 
field. Near Bethlehem, where they may 
have been tending the flocks designed for 
sacrifice. 


Verse 9.—The angel of the Lord came 
upon them. “An angel,” probably Gabriel, 
who brought the message to Zacharias and 
to Mary (Luke 1:11, 19, 26, 28). Sore 
afraid. In the presence of the supernatural 
(Mark 9:6; Acts 10: 4). 


Verse 10.—Fear not. This also was the first 
word that broke the silence of Eleaven after 
four hundred years,. when Gabriel spoke to 
Zacharias (1:13), and the same message 
came to Mary (1:30).

Verse 11.—Christ. The “Anointed One,” 
the long-expected Messiah (Heb.

The Messiah is the Lord God, 
as emphasized throughout Luke’s account 
(1:17, 32, 35, 43, 76). 


Verse 14.—Glory to God. Christ’s birth, 
like all other events, is first for the glory 
of God. In the highest. God who dwells 
in the highest Heaven, amid highest glory, 
is humbling himself now to dwell with men, 
And on earth peace. He is our Peace, 
come to make peace through the blood of 
his cross (Col. 1: 20) ; he is the “dayspring 
from on high,” to guide our feet into the 
way of peace (Luke 1:77-79), to give 
peace to those who will receive it (14: 27),

Verse 16.—Found Mary, and Joseph, and 
the babe lying in.a manger, The manger, 
a raised wooden platform or trough, or 
possibly made of stone, may have been in 
a,cave near the inn, used as a stable, but 
not -necessarily having animals in it at 
this time. The traditional site is a cave 
over which has been constructed the 
Church of the Nativity. 


Verse 19.—Pondered them in her heart. 
One by one she treasured the great reve- 
lations concerning this child.

standards for Christians, 


Verse 3.—Thou mayest live long on the 


earth. The promise of the fifth command- 
ment referred primarily to the life of Israel 
in the promised land, but also applies to 
all believers and to every land. Reverence 
to parents is a foundation of wholesome 
living, of settled abode and blessing. 

Verse 4.—Fathers, provoke not your chil- 
dren to wrath, The temptation of children 
is to disobey, not submitting to the author- 
ity of parents; the temptation of parents, 
especially of fathers, is to domineer and 
be harsh, imposing their will on the chil- 
dren by force of authority, rousing resent- 
ment. The nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. “Nurture” means to chasten or dis- 
cipline; it should be done with gentleness 
but firmness, and with admonition — teach- 
ing. This is God’s plan for saving children. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Only the home where Christ is, is a 
true home. Such a home makes the glory 
of God the central fact of life. Peace and 
good will there abide in abundant meas- 
ure. The coming of the Son of God as 
Bethlehem’s Babe, sanctified childhood and 
motherhood and fatherhood. Home has 
had a different meaning ever since. God 
became man and entered a human family 
that we might enter the divine family of 
Father, Son, and Spirit. Mary and Joseph 
cared for Jesus, and they did it for God, 
his Father. Christian parents today should 
care for the children as entrusted to them 
by God, whose they are. Let our children 
be brought up as believers, building their 
lives on the glad tidings of the Saviour, 
who is Christ the. Lord, born in Bethlehem 
for them, to guide their feet into the paths 
of peace, to make home a true foreshadow- 
ing of the heavenly Home.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


“Krissmuss.”—They that heard it won- 
dered at those things which were told them 
by the shepherds (Luke 2:18). Only two 
days now! Got ’em all bought or made? 
Tree’s out on the back porch. Sundry 
packages hid all over the house. Big tur- 
key or goose hanging out on the upstairs 
porch ripening for the feast. The mince 
meat all prepared. The doughnuts or crul- 
lers all made and well powdered with 
sugar. The cranberry jelly snug and safe 
in the molds. The Christmas “pieces” and 
the Christmas songs all practiced. The 
Christmas candies all ready and the re- 
wards on hand for the great event. 

In other words, today, as in hundreds of 
other two-days-before Christmas, the whole 
civilized world, Jew, Gentile, and Christian 
is on tiptoe to welcome the great day of 
“Good will to men.” Yes, the Jews have 
caught the Christmas spirit and shut up 
shop and enjoy the day. Why not, wasn’t 
that baby who was born a genuine 100 per 
cent Jew baby! 

The other day a niece of the writer, who 
is a minister’s wife, as she passed through 
the Sunday school heard a man teacher tell 
a class of small boys that the Christmas 
story was “all bunk.” The Bible story 
was a fairy tale. This is the farthest point 
south in Modernism, the NADIR —see 
dictionary — “the lowest point.” 


The Cotter’s Christmas Eve.—Honour 
thy father and thy mother; which is the 
first commandment with promise (Eph. 6: 
2). Have you noticed when God gave the 
commandments he attached no penalties? 
He did not say, Do not steal or you'll go 
to jail, mor Thou shalt not kill or you 
will hang or “burn.” The Ten Command- 
ments were given that men might be guided 
by them into happiness and prosperity. 
You will have to bear witness this is ex- 
‘actly how these commandments have al- 
ways worked out, The nation, the com- 
munity, the family, and the individual who 
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order themselves by the famous “Ten” have 
always ridden upon the high places, accord- 
ing to promise. Here is the promise for 
one, as a sample: Isaiah 58: 13, 14. 

You can see the samples of this com- 
mandment of our lesson if you look around 
you. Which are the happy homes? In 
this Christmas time, those homes where 
the boys and girls are planning to “spring 
it” on Dad and Mother. They didn’t make 
much of Christmas in Scotland in the old 
days. They called the colorful and festive 
occasion “Popery.” Otherwise, Burns 
would have written it, with a few changes 
to suit “Cotter’s Christmas Eve” instead 
of “Cotter’s Saturday Night.” 

This is a good time to read this master- 
piece again. America.is full of just such 
sweet and humble Christian homes, where 
father and mother are loved and honored, 
and where God’s Word is not a neglected 
book. 

Contemporary biography shows that 
almost every one of our great leaders comes 
from just such homes. In these Christian 
homes they do not have occasion to sing, 
“Where is my. wandering boy, tonight,” 
but “Home, Sweet Home, be it ever so 
humble, there’s no place like home.” And 
especially so at Christmas. “Come here, 
Dad, and try on this new overcoat!” “Here 


‘ you are, Mother! Just hook this new stove 


to the electric circuit and sell that old 
sweat box to the junk man.” Let’s all sing, 
“Polly, put the kettle on, and we'll all 
drink tea.” Hurrah, Bub, it’s Krissmuss! 


The Family Altar.—Ye fathers, ... 
bring them up in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord (v.:4). What is the best 
way to do it, supposing you really want 
to bring up the children in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord? This Cor- 
ner is glad to tell you. As I write [two 
years ahead of schedule] we are in the “de- 
pression” of 1932. Unemployment is most 
acute, Men and women are losing: their 
homes because of inability to meet. cbliga- 
tions. Bonds and stocks have stopped pay- 
ment. Incomes greatly reduced or clear 
gone, 

Here is a pertinent question: How many 
of those homes into which the traditional 
“wolf” has broken have had a place where 
ye fathers and ye mothers and ye children 
could come day after day and with the old 
Book of promises before: them, on bended 
knees, plead these promises, and get guid- 
ance for the morrow and help in a time 
of need? 

I am referring of course to that old in- 
stitution of the Christian homes of Eng- 
land, from Manor House to Cottage, and 
in America from the Big House to the 
tenant house, the family altar. It is around 
this altar that children can be brought up 
in the nurture and admonition of the Lord 
(2 Tim. 3:15; Prov. 4: 1-4). 

Here is an exhibit in the matter: My 
Rock Run Sunday School is in the poor- 
est part of town. Most of the men-are 
out of work. When.a mill man dies or 
is killed, the widow, with her little brood, 
is apt to move to Rock Run, where rents 
are low. As I write we have thirty fam- 
ilies that read the Bible every day as a 
family and have prayers. Have had for 
months. All my “family altar” families 
are coming through the “hard times” with 
their needs supplied, and in addition the 
children are being brought.up in the. nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord.. 
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Only: the other day Dr. Smith and I 
baptized one of these families of eight in 
their home, and later four in the chapel. 
Said one small boy to me, “Mr. Ridgway, 
Mom reads ’em to us every night, and 
then we all say our prayers.” “What do 
you say when you pray?” I asked. “Now 
I lay me down to sleep,” said the little 
fellow, — and what’ better! 


P. S.—In 10933 and 1034 we have had 
over fifty families at Rock Run with fam- 
ily worship.

AD not the Babe of Bethlehem sanc- 

tified the temporary abiding place in 
which his coming made the first Christ- 
mas there would be no Christmas today 
in any homes. There could be no lovelier 
time to think upon the Christ-made home 
than on his own day; for God the Father 
chose not to send his Son into the world 
in a king’s royal palace, but as. the lit- 
tle Son of Mary, the helpless Babe in 
the foster-care of Joseph, to be reared and 
trained in their simple home of the peasant’s 
life, in an obscure village, thereby crown- 
ing forever all true home-life with God’s 
best blessing. 

And what are Christian homes, since that 
first Christmas Day? To adapt a rather 
thoughtful sentence from a recent book on 
the Christian home: “A Christian home is 
one where Christ’s gracious purposes find 
full expression” in every phase of its liv- 
ing: material, mental, social, spiritual. 

Help your girls to think a bit about each 
of these fields, or phases of home life, and 
test their own, today, as to how far Christ 
is honored therein. But, for a Christmas 
lesson, let us think most about the ,mate- 
rial and social phases. The material side 
of Christmas threatens to overwhelm com- 
pletely all others, so thoroughly has: this 
blessed season been commercialized almost 
the world over. Will it help us to think 
back to the bare simplicities of the yery 
first one —“‘in a stable, dark and dreary,” 
doubtless, with only the rudest comforts 
for mother and Child—but oh, what 
heavenly music ushered it in!. And what 
a glorious light shone over that “little town 
of Bethlehem”! Music —worshipful, glad 
music —and lights glowing with the cheer 
of the night of “good will toward men! 
surely bring back the very essence of he 
true Christ-mas. Feasting that can be 
shared with others needing a share in our 
bountiful supply, with as much beauty of 
setting as we can prepare without sacrific- 
ing finer things still, like peace of mind, 
and strength of body, and,the. time to wor- 
ship the very Christ who makes our Christ- 
mas and gifts. prompted, by. love only, €spe- 
cially for the lonely — should we not seek 
these things in right proportions for | ont 
home Christmas celebration? . 

The social side of, Christmas 1 in ‘ghainy 
cases becomes just a long dissipation, which 
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can. have no justification: in a Christian 
home; but that happy family gathering, 
that wholesome merrymaking for the chil- 
dren and young. people, that reaching out 
to: bring in the otherwise homeless, to those 
in Homes. (with capital letters) or with- 
out. any kind, the homecoming of all the 
scattered family group — these are the right 
and blessed social joys of the true Christ- 
centered home. 

. The crown of all should be the joyous 
worship of our Christ himself —in the 
home, in his church, and in our hearts. 
Anything which crowds this out must be 
in its wrong place, at Christmas even more 
than other times.

AY, fellows, in a canvass for votes on 

the five greatest common nouns in the 
English language, the word “Home” was 
included in the final result. Love, Faith, 
Duty, Mother, Home. That was the order. 
It shows what a high place the home holds 
in the estimate of values to the human race. 
And why not? It is a God-designed insti- 
tution for the benefit, the comfort, the hap- 
piness of humanity. With God as the 
Architect the home is a charming, a de- 
lightiul place, because whatever God does 
is wonderful. “My expectation is from 
him ... the Lord God ... only doeth won- 
drous things”! (Psa. 62:5; 72: 18.) 
. Fellows, let me tell you one thing: If 
you have a home—all your life you will 
remember it. You may leave it, for one 
reason or another; or, in the course of 
events, it. may leave you; but you will 
never forget it. And the way you regard 
it now —the manner in which you treat it 
— will determine whether that memory will 
be-a happy or a sad one. I know a fellow 


now whose home has been broken up. He 


tries not to think of it. He would like 
to forget it, because there are only sad 
regrets, only remorse and shame to fill his 
memory of it. He knows that he was 
the largest contributor to its downfall. 
There was a sweet, indulgent mother and 
a kind father. They are gone. He never 
did one thoughtful, generous thing for their 
comfort. ._He was selfish, inconsiderate. He 
resented the very proper restraint they 
tried to throw about him to save him 
from his folly.. He defied them. He broke 
their: hearts. He realizes it now, but too 
late. All the family resources were ex- 
hausted on his account — to save him from 
the just consequences of his recklessness. 
His sisters, denied an education, are work- 
ing for their daily bread. He treated them 
with contempt; met their entreaties with 
scorn. What a memory of home! What 
a travesty on a home —on a home such as 
God designed for his families upon earth! 
The recollection of it will hang like a mill- 
stone around that boy’s neck for the re- 
mainder of his life. 

I know. another fellow (and these two 
are just types of what you will find all 
around) whose every thought of his home 
is adelight. It is still his home — the home 
of his boyhood; he is a full grown man. 
He has always been the joy of his father 
and mother. His thought of home has 
never been just a place to sleep and eat, 
but a place where he can be a conscious

The Call to the Teaching Ministry

R. PACE’S fine cartoon, in THE SuNn- 

pay ScHoot Times of November 10, 
speaks louder than a textbook of instruc- 
tion. The echoes of “the pennies dropping” 
from adult fingers into the collection plate 
may well be placed in the category of child- 
ish things. Nor is that the worst of the 
bad habit represented in the picture. Half 
of our adult church members are not drop- 
ping even pennies into the offering plate. 
How can we reach the world with the Gos- 
pel when two-thirds of our church mem- 
bers do not contribute a penny to foreign 
missions ? 

Dr. Pace has written the answer as the 
caption of his cartoon, “Force of Habit,” 
and this will determine whether the cus- 
tomary offering will be in silver or copper 
currency. And who is responsible for in- 
stilling right habits into the lives of our 
boys and girls? The parent and the Sun- 
day school teacher. 

In these days when there are so few par- 
ents who teach their children stewardship 
of their possessions, the clarion call for 
the teacher sounds louder than ever. All 
of our consecrated young people cannot go 
to the foreign field, and all are not fitted 
for the pastorate, but how few, if any, 
dare say they are not called to the Sunday 
school teaching ministry? The thirty-six 
million teacherless boys and girls in Amer- 
ica surely constitute a call to which no 
child of God can turn a deaf ear. The great- 
est benefit that the present Sunday school 
can confer upon its young people is the 
establishment of a teacher training class, 
and the greatest achievement that can 
crown the work of any teacher of youth 
is the enlistment of all the members of 
his class in teacher training. And what 
a reward is in store for this inconspicuous, 
untiring worker! “And the teachers shall 
shine as the brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteousness 
as the stars for ever and ever” (Dan. 12:

(John 12: 46). 

4. He came to seek the lost (Luke 19: 
10). 

5. He came to save the lost (Matt. 18: 
1m; John 3:17; 12: 47). 

6. He came to give life (John 10: 10) 

7. He came to give his life (John 10: 
II, 15; Heb. 2: 14). 

8. He came to destroy the works of the 
Devil (John 3:8). °' 

1. To fulfill the law. The law demanded 
perfect obedience. It required holiness and 
righteousness. Christ met all these de- 
mands perfectly in his earthly life. In 
him, all the promises of the law were 
made good. The types and sacrifices of 
the law all were answered:;in Christ, for 
he was the Substance of which these were 
but the shadows. He fulfilled the law in 
the sense that he made it complete or per- 
fect. What was unfinished in God’s pro- 
gram or design, Christ brought to comple- 
tion. 

2. To show what God was like. Man 
had lost the knowledge of God. Some 
had substituted images of wood and stone. 
Even his Chosen People the Jews thought 
of him as some dread potentate. They 
supposed that they could deceive him. and 
bribe him like an earthly ruler. Christ 
came to show men that God was holy 
and all wise, but that he was also a God 
of love, —a heavenly Father who tenderly 
cared for his children. 

3. To light the way to God. Such a 
light was needed, for the way had been 
lost amid the darkness of man’s sin-and 
disobedience. The Lord... Jesus came to 


»-show that there was a way back to God 


through repercance and forgiveness. 


4. To, seek the lost. Even -with the light 
burning, there were some. who needed to 


“be: sought out. Liké: the lost sheep it was 
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needful that some one go after them and 
bring them back to the Father’s fold. This 
Christ said he came to do. 

_ 5. To save the lost. Linked closely with 
the seeking was the saving of the lost. 
Men must not only be searched for and 
found, but they must be carried all the 
way back to the fold. The Lord Jesus has 
done both for us. 

6. To give life. Man was not only lost 
in sin when Christ came, he was dead in 
trespasses and sins (Eph, 2:1). Christ 
came to give life, so that all who received 
him might go on in new life and power. 
And it is not feeble or abnormal life that 
he came to provide for us, it is an “abun- 
dant” life. Do you enjoy this abundant 
life? 

7. To give his life. Christ came to die. 
He knew that the cost of saving you and 
me would be the shedding of his own 
blood on the cross. He took our place 
there, so that we might live, and he en-
